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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-3.6-1 7.1 9.21 .22.26-30.32.33.35 and 36 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "non-exposing" material has no clear meaning. For examining 
purposes, it is assumed to be one which was not patterned. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but 
are persuasive. What constitutes a non-exposing material is still not clear.
